For 
atime the deadlock seemed fixed, but 
then it loosened. 

A conference of downstate delegates | 
decided tonight to vote to Cook county | 
two Supreme court judges. A com-. 
mittee later waited upon Chairman De- 
Young of the judiciary committee, to as- 
ceftain whether he would accept the. 
compromi He agreed, provided it is 
in form of a definite guarantee in the 
constitution and is self-executing. 

Downstate More Willing. 

Cook and four other surrounding 
counties now have one judge out of 
teven. The plan gives Cook county 
alone two judges out of seven. Down- 
state delegates appear tonight to be 
more willing to adjourn and are pre- 
dicting that the convention will quit 
tomorrow for a long period. 

The convention decided in the after- 
noon by a standing vote of 28 to 
% that when it adjourned it would 
adjourn to the first Tuesday in| 
September, 1921. Then immediately 
it declined to adjourn by a vote 
of 85 to 27 on a roll call. That 
was followed at once by a rong debate 
oa motion to reconsider the adjourn- 
ment‘until September. That discussion 
was still in progress when a recess was 
taken until tomorrow morning. 

Feeling of Distrust. 

All week there appeared to be a fee!l- 
ing of suspicion, if not distrust, among 
the members. Today came thé explo- 
sion when the Chicago Supreme court 
district was limited to one of the seven 
judges of the Supreme bench. This 
district is ‘composed of Cook, Lake, 
Dupage, Kane, and Will counties. By 
the iast census Iliinois has a vopulation 
of 6,485,119, and this district contains | 
3,307,237 persons, more than half of. 
the state, and supplies more than half 
of the causes decided by the State 
Supreme court. Yet downstaters de- 
cide the district shall have only one 
judge among the seven of the Su- 
preme court. 

In today’s session passion ran high, 
debate was sharp, bordering at times 
On personalities teeming with sarcasm 
and dotted with charges of unfairness 
and injustice. The keen disappoint- 
ment and disgust of Chicago delegates 
occasionally were placed on. display. 
But the screws were put to Chicago, 
as one delegate expressed it. Then fol- 
lowed the motion of Delegate Whitman 
that the convention adjourn until Sep. 


Wants Long Recess. 
“This convention has arrived at a 
critical stage,” said Dr. Whitman. “It 
has been standing on thin ice for ten 
days, often doing business without a 
quorum. The delegates have not been 
in a frame of mind to give calm con- 
sideration to subjects before it. I be- 
lieve the people do not care how long 
We take to do the job, so long as we 
turn out the right kind. A long ad- 
journment will smooth out some of the 
Wrinkies.” 
The roll call started, and the defeated 
downstate twenty-seven woke up and 
‘began protesting. They wanted a roll 
call after the vote had been announced. 
Dr. Whitman, Mr. Cutting, and 
Others moved an adjournment. When 
that had been lost the downstate dele- 
gates who wanted to continue, and who 
bad contributed to limiting Chicago, 
did not appear to know how to get out 
ofthe hole. So they talked on a motion 
t© feconsider the September adjourn- 
Ment motion until every one got so 
hungry he was willing to take a recess. 
“If the convention adjourns until 
September, I doubt whether I will ever 
turn,” said Rinaker of Carlinville.

versity of Illinois, arrived at his par- 
ents’ home, 1119 East San Antonic 
street, ostensibly for the Thanksgiv- 
ing holidays. It is now known he has 
been aiding other relations and friends 
in shielding his sister from pursuit by 
Oklahoma authorities. 

“Clara Smith was at her father’s 
house at 10:30 last night,” Sheriff Orn- 
dorff said, “and I have full informa- 
ticn of her movements and where she 
spends her time when not with her 
parents.” | 

Crossed River Many Times. 

It is known since her arrival in El 
Paso the woman has crossed and re- 
crossed the border into Juarez many 
times, but American immigration offi- 
clals deny any knowledge of these 
trips, although the Juarez police chief 
says he knows all about her visits and 
where she goes when on the Mexican 
side. 

He said Miss Smith was accom- 
panied always by Ald. William T. Grif- 
fith of El Paso, and that her brother 
had moved a trunk to Juarez for his 
sister last Sunday evening.

Up to Mayor. 


All parking of vehicles in the down- 
town district between 7 a. m. and 6:15 
Pp. m. on busineds days was prohibited 
yesterday by the city council. The vote 
was 47 to 13. Unless Mayor Thompson 
vetoes the ordinance, it will become 
effective Dec. 18. 

The sweeping measure, designed to 
cut the loop traffic knot which is cost- 
ing Chicago millions in loss of time, 
delays, and inconvenience, applies to 
the district bounded by the north line 
of Kinzie street, the west line of Michi- 
gan avenue, the south line of Harrison 
street, and the west line of Clinton 
greet. 

The only exception is the space un- 
der the elevated railroad structure in 
Market street. All alleys in the dis- 
trict are included in the prohibition 


Under the ordinance no vehicle—au- 
tomotive and horse drawn—may not 
stand in the street “for a longer pe- 
riod than will be necessary for such 
vehicle to load or unload its occupants, 
baggage, or merchandise.”” Even cars 
in charge of chauffeurs must keep mov- 
ing. 

On motion of Ald. L. B. Anderson, 
the original ordinance was amended to 
permit the twenty-seven loop cab 
stands to remain in operation. They 
have space for about 200 cabs. Another 
amendment excepts Sundays and holl- 
days from the operation of the ordi-

Act in Behalf of 400,000.

FACE 
CONTEMPTRULING 


Faces Year in Jail Under 
Judge’s Decision. 


Jack Galligan, saloon owner at G1 
and one of 
the 120 saloon men temporarily en- 


pear before the judge at 10 o’clock 
today to show cause why he should 
not be held in contempt of court. 

This order followed a raid of Gal- 
ligan's saloon by prohibition agents 
which yielded several barrels of beer 
and a quantity of whisky. Galligan 
and two bartenders, William Donahue 
and Joseph Senese, were arrested. 

Contempt proceedings against all 
three were started by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Myer Linker. Should 
the judge hold them guilty of contempt 
he can sentence them to one year in 
jail and fine each of them $1,000. 


Saloon Men Dare Landis. 

The raid was the first of a series 
ordered by Lawrence Kilcourse, acting 
dry chief, following an investigation 
which disclosed that scores of saloon 
men were disregarding the orders of 
Judge Landis. Contenspt proceedings 
will be instituted against every one of 
the 120 men, if necessary to enforce the 
law, Mr. Linker said. 

Under the injunction orders, saloon- 
men were restrained from selling 
liquor, moving their furniture, or dis- 
posing of their property. 

According to prohibition agents, Gal- 
ligan sold the saloon to his bartender, 
William Donahue, on Dec. 4. Yester- 
day when the men entered the saloon, 
which is only a™stone’s throw from the 
prohibition enforcement’ office, they 
found several men drinking at the 
bar. Among those drinking was Gal- 
ligan. Galligan'’s place has been raided 
many times previously. Liquor was 
found in every raid. . 

New Indictments. 


Another development in the liquor 
situation was the filing of the first 
fifty-seven of 500 new bills of infor- 
mation against wartime violators of 
the prohibition laws. The bills of in- 
formation are equivalent to grand jury 
indictments and call for fines of $5,000 
and one year imprisonment. 

Among those against whom bills of 
information are filed are Jacob Gold- 
berg, 1457 North Central Park avenue; 
John Hjgkey, 1610 West Madison 
street, and Mitchel Oszakewski, Niles, 
Ill.

Busi- 
ness, including the business of agriculture, is entitled 
to fair treatment by the banks—even to liberal treat- 
ment so far as this !s consistent with safety. But the 
loans that are made must bé good loans, and well se- 
cured.

Nor is it the business of thé government to maintain 
prices, or to intervene to prevent their fal\. The fact 
that some people suffer from such a movement is not 
relevant to the issue.
